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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled The Chinese Connection is classified as: 

Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

The Chinese Connection is a dated martial arts feature starring Bruce Lee. The Chief Censor directed 
the Secretary for Internal Affairs to obtain a copy of the DVD under sl3(3) of the Films, Videos 
and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), because of uncertainty with the Film and 
Video Labelling Body over the proper classification. The feature has previously been examined and 
classified under the tide Fist Of Fury (The Chinese Connection is the American title for Fist Of Fury). 

The 35mm film version of Fist Of Fury was originally examined and restricted to an adult audience 
by the Chief Censor of Films on 28 June 1973 with two unspecified excisions to the feature. In 
1982 a second version of Fist Of Fury was examined by the Chief Censor of Films, again being 
classified with two unspecified excisions. That version was restricted to persons 16 years of age and 
over (see Certificate of Approval and Classification No.1598). The current DVD appears to be 
identical in content to Fist OfFury, however, the nature of the excisions made to the two previously 
classified versions of Fist OfFury is unknown. The Classification Office cannot be certain if these 
excisions have also been made to The Chinese Connection. Therefore it has been considered afresh as 
a new publication. 

The Chinese Connection deals with matters of violence and crime. Although the feature focuses on 
killing and revenge, it does so in a highly unrealistic and dated manner. Its martial arts action is so 
stylised and choreographed that the impact is limited. The publication is therefore unrestricted but 
more suitable for mature audiences. 
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
